enough to carry for any pa 
cular candidate of their choice 
‘an almost certain seat. In many 
ways the idea of runing an 
election on sex lines is to be 
deprecated. ‘The merit of a 
candidate shou'd be studied 
tirely on grounds trom which 
considerations of sex have been 
exeluded. It has been asserted 
that, in a large number of cases, 
the first act of the voter in 
dealing with the ballot paper 

is to cross out the names of 
the three. women on principle 
and then to proceed to eliminate 
those three men to.whom he or 
she was least favourably inclin- 
ed, So it may be contended that, 
in'one way, sex was taken very 
fully into account. As the large 
niajority of voters decided to use 
the whole of their fourteen 
votes, the result was that some 
of the men received votes, not be- 
cause of any settled conviction 
in regard to their merits but be- 
cause, the three women having 
been "crossed out, the voter 
had to cast three votes which, 
in such circumstances, may have 
teen merely “cumshaw” tributes 
to men who otherwise would not 
have been so honoured. This 
View is confirmed by various 
sbiter dicta gaining currency 
Sings’ the results were known. 
It has been freely alleged that 
there is, on the Committee, no 
work for which women can be 
regarded as suitable ang that, 
fo long as a link with the 
British Women's Association is 
maintained by means of the 
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Jnominated seat, the election of 
Ja purely male committee is 
desirable. 


This opinion has plainly been 
endorsed by the electorate, in 
spite of a circular appeal from 
the Chairman of the British 
Wonzen’s Association for support 
of women candidates. Mrs. V. G. 
Sutcliffe, apparently, as the only 
woman in Shanghai able to speak 
with experience of the business 
discussed by the Committee, did 
not hold the view which has 
thus been sustained. Her 
attitude may have been due to 
modesty or even to a natural 
feeling that the burden of her 
attendance at the committee 
meetings would be lightened if 
the electors decided to put a 
woman in at least one of the 
seats filled by their votes. It 
may be argued, however, that 
she would not have made her 
appeal had she felt that the 
‘woman member of the Committee 
was a square peg in a round 
hole. In face of the vote given 
it is exceedingly difficult to 
hold that her view has found 
acceptance; yet there are certain 
considerations which it may be 
useful to examine in this regard. 
[Women candidates were labour- 
ling under a distinct handicap. 
Men, by virtue of their public 
and semi-public avocations, are 
able to rely on a definite know- 
ledge of their general attitude 
‘towards the affairs with which 
ithe B.R.A, Committee usually 
deals. There are women’s 
organisations to which British 
women contribute their share of 
effort. Little limelight is thrown 
lon them. There is, admittedly, 
‘a tendency in such organisations 
to be satisfied with the work 
done by a few moving spirits on 
the executives and to allow the 
‘rank and file to keep well in the 
background, It may be asserted 
‘that even the least well-known 
‘candidate among the men wi 
better known to the bulk of the 
British community (including 
the women) than any of his 
three women rivals, Nor did 
the retiring Committee, by any 
references to women’s problems 
lor to the work of its one woma! 
representative, give the  im- 
pression that the presence of 
women on the committee was in 
lany degree valuable. Indeed the 
defeat of the three women candi- 
dates has been taken with a 
degree of comypiaisance which, 
although in no sense personal, 
may be interpreted as definite 
satisfaction with that result. 

‘The suggestion that any effort 
should be made to change this 
policy of reducing women’s 
representation to the minimum 
must be made with much 
diffidgnce in the light of the 
votes recorded. It must, how- 
ever, be agreed that it requires 
more than passing consideration. 
‘The acceptance of women as 
voting member f the B.R.A. 
cannot, as Parliamentary ex- 
perience shows, be logically 
accompanied by a refusal to 
vegard them as suitable candi 
dates for seats on the Com- 
mittee. Otherwise membership 
of the Association merely means, 
to women, their endowment with 
the privilege of swelling the 
numbers by which the men 
secure election. The need for 
some form of political self- 
expression to the important 
minority consisting of working 
women has to be carefully taken 
into account. The Committe 
might immediately consider that 
point and invite the British 
Women’s Association, say, to 
take a vote from its working 
women members order to 
suggest for nomi ion to the 
‘Committee a_representative of 
that class. For reasons which 
‘are partly social, partly psy- 
cholos | and partly accidental, 
there in Shanghai a marked

ACCORDING TO PLAN 
Dec. 30. 

The “Trinity” Building at New 
‘Delhi which, under the shadow 
of the Imperial Secretariat, 
provides three semi-circular 
chambers for the Chamber of 
Princes, the Council of State and 
the Legislative Assembly respec- 
tively has an architectural 
secret, The panelled interior of 
the Legislative Assembly, where 
140 members now sit, is con- 
structed so that, at the suitable 
moment, it can ‘be expanded by 
the mere process of removing 
the present panels and throwing 
into the chamber additional 
space for the accommodation of 
an enlarged body. Herein lies 
a symbol of the transitional 
character of the existing Con- 
stitution for the inauguration of 
which the building was erected 
according to the plans of Sir 
Herbert Baker. The provision 
thus displayed — exemplifies the 
consistency of British policy in 
India and is a reminder of the 























comparative irrelevancy of many 
of those political diversions 
which have attracted public 
attention during the past, five 
years. The Third Roung Table 
Conference has come to a 
business-like conclusion. The 


ground has been cleared for 
continuance of the work begun 
in 1919 by the passing of the 
Government of India Act, carried 
on by the labours of the new 
created Legislatures from 1%~ 
to the present-day, reported on, 
according to the statute, by the 
Simon Commission, and’ now to 
taken into formal considera- 
tion by Parliament, after due 
regard has been paid to the 
opinions of representative Indian 
groups, in the framing of a new 
and permanent Constitution.

RELICS OF OLD 
CHINA 


Interesting Finds by 
Dr. Li Chi 


“Recent Discoveries in the Honan 
Exeavations” was the subject of a 
lecture, given at the China Science 
Library on-Dee. 28, by Dr. Li Chi, 
the well-known  archaeol and 






the ‘Institute of History a 
Philology of the Academia’ Sinica. 
A big and attentive audience attend- 
ed the lecture, among whom were 





President of the Academia Sinica 
was in the chair. 
1 With 8 Tht touch of humour Dr 
i gave a graphic account. of his 
jexcavation expeditions which ex- 
tended over the last four ye 
Anyang and Chun-hsien. 
‘were the first scientific expedition 
undertaken by Chinese scientists, 
‘Among the most important discover- 
ies at Anyang were bone-inscrip- 
tions belonging to. the | Shang.
